To make an asparagus bed, prepare a place 
of fine, loamy soil, to which has been added 
a liberal dressing of rich manure. For a 
garden, set in rows eighteen to twenty inches 
apart, with the plants ten to twelve inches 
apart in the rows. Make a small mound of the 
soil, over which the roots should be spread, 
then cover the plants with about three inches 
of soil. If planted in the fall the whole bed 
should be covered before winter sets in with 
two or three inches of coarse stable manure, 
which may be lightly forked in between the 
rows as soon as the ground softens in the 
spring.
